LONDON, Noy. 1, 8:32 p.m.—Field 
Marshall Sir John French, reporting 
from the front, says:

LONDON, Noy, 1—The Germans 
have occupied Kraguyevatz, the ar- 
senal town of Serbia, while their Bul- 
garian allies are pushing their way 
through the mountains to Nish, Ser- 
bia’s war capital, 

From all sides the Germans, Aus- 
trians and [Bulgarians are slowly elos- 
ing in on the Serbian armies, the posi- 
tion of which grows graver daily. They 
are fighting fiercely, however, to Save 
their country, and have inflicted such 
losses on Field Marshall Yon Mack- 
ensen’s force that he has been come 
pelied to send for reinforcements and 
leave the more serious work of invad. 
ing the eastern and southern part of 
the country to the Bulgarians, who 
have had more experience in moun- 
tain warfare such as the Serbians are 


| waging. 


Krom the junction of the Danube 
and the Timok rivers, in the north- 
east of Uskup, in the south, the Bul- 
garians are moving westward, driving 
che Serbians ont of the towns into 
the mountains, but from Uskup south- 
ward they have been, checked, as the

What his cri- 
tics and some of his friends are now 
asking is more definite details of the 
government's plans, ang freedom. to 
discuss these jn parliament.
